AMPLE SEATING ROOM. 


The convention hall is 310 feet long 


and 288 feet wide. The

one of their predatory wars. Then a re- 
markable thing happened. 
The chief 


lode out from the band nnd, facing them, 
gave a sharp command. 
The braves 


fnrmed in troops of about 100 each and 
marched past ns if at parade. 
The 


innazcmcnt of Major Simmer seemed to 
please the chief, for he gave another 


< nmmand. 
The Indians turned sharply, 


Hiangcd from line into column and then 
Inick into line. 
Another sharp order, 


ii nd they advanced in line by the entire 
command. 


"Where in thunder did you set all 


this?" cried Major Sumncr. 


"We've four times this many drilled 


liraveV" the chief replied, and, dropping 
a little venom, "we'll use them, too, 
perhaps when it comes to fighting the 
whites. "We have a great w.ar chief who 
has taught us these things." 


He raised his hand as a signal, and the 


Indians moved over the hill and disap- 
peared. 


Major Snmner made an official report 


nf the incident. 
He did not forget to 


tell, in addition to the foregoing, that the 
Navajoes he had seen were armed with 
American rifles nnd lances of Mexican 
manufacture. Jefferson Davis was then 
secretary of war. 
He had ser-n enough 


of the southwest In his experiences in 
the Mexican war to know how extraordi- 
nary it was that Indians should adopt a 
civilized method of warfare. lie ordered 
a report in detail and called for as com- 
plete an investigation as possible under 
the circumstances. There was little more 
learned further than this—that the drill 
resembled thnt of the American dragoons 
and was not at all like the Mexican tac- 
tics. 
No white man had seen the war 


chief, though one of Kit Carson's scouts 
declared that he had. The chief was not 
a Mexican, he said, nnd was a Navajo 
most certainly. 
He was n tall, handsome 


Indian of remarkable physique and rode 
like a dragoon and not like nn Indian. 
Nothing more than these fsw facts could 
Secretary Davis gather. 


It -was nearly ten years later that Jo- 


seph C. Ivcs was sent at the head of an 
expedition to survey the Colorado river. 
A troop of dragoons was detailed as the 
guard for his party. Ivcs had been at 
West Point and had been transferred to 
the topographical survey. 
While up in 


the mountains to the east of where now 
the town of Green River is the Indian 
guides became uneasy and reported that 
they \vcre spied upon by some redskin 
scouts, to whom they could nof approach 
close enough to learn their tribe. Guards 
were more carefully placed. One morn- 
ing the relief of one of the outer pickets 
found the man shot through the heart by 
an arrow. 


"There's nn Indian chief on the guard 


line, and he's asked to sec you."

ories in vain efforts to place him.

recognixed you yesterday 


while '.on were prowling around the hills 
and we'll declare the killing off for old 
times' sake. I've enough braves within a

"Bison" McLean.

saw him after that. His history thence- 
forth is as mysterious ns that which had 
comic-ted itself w i t h him when he was 
only i he great Navajo war chief. How 
hc'lclt the Point anil joined the Indians 
anil vhy uo one knows to this day. The 
ret rent of Chief Joseph ami his Ncz 
Peret-s from New Mexico to the lava 
fields in tlie war of 1X77, one of the most 
rcmnikable in till military history for its 
strati w, is cri'diti'il by army officers to 
the generalship of "Bison" McLean. It 
is not doubted that he is now dead, but 
when anil where clkl he die?
